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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The imports during July were valued at £3,242,267, which shows 
an increase of £70,969, as compared with the corresponding month of 
last year. For the seven months there was a decrease of £1,206,549, or 
nearly 6 per cent., as compared with last year. The direct oversea 
imports during July amounted to £1,958,340, as compared with 
£1,917,710 in 1907 ; the total for the seven months was £11,212,795, a 
decrease of £77,995 over the corresponding figures for 1907. There 
were decreases in almost all the principal articles; boots and shoes, 
rice, agricultural implements, machines and machinery, and sugar, 
however, showed increases. Gold also shows a heavy falling-off. 


The oversea exports for July amounted to £1,570,784, and show a 
decrease of £39,076, as compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. Minerals decreased by £146,000, meats by £15,000, and 
skins by £43,000. For the seven months there was a decrease in 
the oversea exports of £4,049,655, or over 23 per cent., as 
compared with last year. Most of the principal articles show large 
decreases— Wool, £2,291,000; wheat, £685,000 ; minerals, £655,000 5 
meats, £220,000 ; skins, £304,000 ; and tallow, £119,000 ; coal, timber, 


and wine alone show increases. Separating merchandise from gold, the 


exports of the former during the seven months decreased by £4,414,224, 
but the latter increased by £364,569. 


Public Pinances.—The Public Accounts for July show that the net revenue 
for the month was £1,069,317, or £56,969 less than in July of last 
year. The principal decreases were—From Commonwealth returns, 
£50,033; Taxation (State), £7,360; and Railways, £6,577.. .The 
returns from Lands increased by £6,401 ; and Sydney Harbour Trust, 
£3,009. The expenditure for the first month of the financial year, 
1908-9, amounted to £1,026,242, which was £92,532 less than that 
for July of the previous year. On the 31st July, 1908, the balance to 
credit of the Consolidated Revenue Account was £1,677,498. 


Banks of Isswe—The averages for the quarter ended 30th June are not 
particularly striking, the principal feature being an increase in advances. 
Compared with the corresponding period of last year, there was an 
increase of £143,279 in current accounts, deposits as a whole increasing 
by £1,519,726. Reserves of coin and bullion were £679,941 greater. 
Advances increased by £531,489 during the quarter, and during the 
year by £3,490,849. 
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Railways.—The report on the Railways for the year ended 30th June shows 
that the earnings amounted to £4,944,134, and were £234,728 larger 
than in the preceding year. The working expenses were £2,714,839, 
the balance being £2,229,295, an improvement of £19,630 for the year. 
After paying working expenses and interest on capital, there was a 
surplus of £579,931. The proportion of working expenses increased 
from 53-1 to 54-9, while the profit represented a return of 4°88 per cent. 
on the capital expended, which is £45,683,484. All classes of tratftic 
contributed to this result, which is very satisfactory, considering that 
the rates and fares were reduced greatly as compared with the previous 
year. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during July was 29,649 oz. crude, equal to 
25,374 oz. fine, valued at £107,783. The value of gold produced 
during the seven months was £583,798, which showed a decrease of 
£98,767, as compared with the corresponding period of 1907. 


Prices.—The general index number for July was the lowest of any month for 
over three years, and was over 19 per cent. lower than for July of last 
year. The index number for pastoral produce was 1,072, for metals 
1,012, and for all articles 1,180. During the month the prices of wheat, 
flour, hides, copper, and silver receded, whereas butter, sheepskins, lead, 
and tin advanced. Other articles remained at the same level as in June. 


Meteorelogy.—The rainfall during July was, generally speaking, below the 
average over fully two-thirds of the State. Persistent rainstorms, 
however, were experienced during the last week of the month, and 
soaking rains were recorded, with few exceptions, over the whole coastal 
district. Good falls were also experienced over the North-west quadrant 
of the State. 


Land Sebestions.—During July 201 new settlers applied for 83,557 acres ; 
and 161,535 acres, representing 133 blocks, were set apart for residential 
settlement. Since the beginning of the year the number of new settlers 
has been 1,451, and the area applied for 742,654 acres. The original area 
set apart for residential settlement since the lst January has been 
571,920 acres, representing 712 blocks.

£11,257,000 ; Sydney Harbour Trust, £6,151,009 ; and Darling Harbour Resumptions, £844,000. 


Norr.—The above statement is not put forward as a State Balance Sheet, but as an 
approximate valuation of the resources on which the State may rely as security for the 
public creditors. The debt has been incurred principally on works of a permanent 
character, 79 per cent. being on reproductive works, 8 per cent. on indirectly productive 
works for the facilitation of traffic, and 13 per cent. on unproductive works. 


The value of the securities has been calculated by taking first the actual net return 
from the business undertakings of the State for the three years ended June, 1907, and 
capitalising at 34 per cent. The value of the public lands has been estimated on the 
basis only of the annual revenue received and the amount still outstanding on land 
alienated. The 22 million acres still unalienated have not been taken into account. There 
is, therefore, little doubt that the value quoted is greatly under-estimated, but no 
valuation has been made by the Lands Department. In addition, the actual amount of 
the Sinking Fund and Cash in hand on 30th June, 1907, has been included. 


It will be seen from the statement that the securities exceeded the debt by 174 
millions sterling, which may be regarded as extremely satisfactory ; and here it might be 
pointed out that State properties can hardly be valued on the basis of a private business 
undertaking. State properties are not expected to earn as a maximum a much higher net 
return than is due for interest on the capital expended. When the results are much in 
excess of the interest due, public opinion at once demands that reductions be made in 
the rates and charges. It should also be borne in mind that in valuing the securities no 
account has been taken of works not directly producing revenue, such as harbour works, 
roads and bridges, and others, although, of course, indirectly these works have been of 
great service in developing the country.
